Group steps in to save Hollywood sign 


Sexy time in Chicago? Not so much 

News and entertainment site thedallybeast.com has 
cooked up a list of the biggest cities in America and 
ranked them as potential hot spots for love. Chicago 
didn^t fare so well. The site considered cities with popu- 
lations of more than 200,000 and assigned grades to 
each based on the following criteria: Singles ratio (the 
more, the better), social life (based on restaurants and 
bars per person over 21), emotional health (drawn from 
the Gallup-Healthways Emotional Health Index), mar- 
riage ratio (points for getting hitched) and divorce ratio 
(penalty for splitting up). A look at the report cards. 
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LOS ANGELES A nature conservation group says it has 
reached a deal that would protect a huge swath of land near 
the world-famous Hollywood sign from being developed 
into luxury homes. 

Trust For Public Land President Will Rogers said the group 
secured an option to buy the rugged 138-acre parcel known 
as Cahuenga Peak for about $12 million from Chicago area- 
based Fox River Financial Resources.

Real estate agent Ernie 
Carswell, who had been handling the property, did not return 
a message. 

The Trust for Public Land already has raised about 
$6 million. Rogers says he’s confident it can raise the 
rest before the option expires in mid-April, although he 
acknowledged that the same economic forces driving 
down land prices also made fundraising 
more difficult, ap

Music moves Haiti 
in hope’s direction 

It’s hard to admit, but the coverage of Haiti’s devastation these past 
few weeks had left me feeling, for lack of a better word, tired. 

It’s not because I didn’t care. I cared! I texted my lunch money to 
charities! I tuned in to high-profile telethons and urged others to do 
the same! Heck, I even continue to read the depressing news stories 
out there about Haiti’s persistent, almost inconceivable strife. But I’d 
been reading those for weeks. 

I got a little numbed by such despair because it was hard to relate to. 
It’s difficult to feel hope for a country that seems, at times, hopeless. 
And that’s before public sympathy and news coverage subside. 

But the other day, that changed. I heard a fantastic Haitian folk song 
float across the airwaves. Nothing humanizes people more than their 
art, and Haitians suddenly seemed more like people than victims to 
me. 

It turns out the country responsible for spitting out rapper and pro- 
ducer Wyclef Jean is home to a burgeoning Creole hip-hop movement. 
Paul Karner, a Chicago musician who teaches music at Haitian schools 
in the summer, has experienced Haitians empowering themselves 
through it firsthand. “It’s really fascinating, really cool to see these art- 
ists taking this American art form, and rather than trying to fit into it, 
they’re making it their own,” he says. 

That’s a contradiction to this whole “hopeless Haiti” idea right there. 

Haiti is a place of dramatic class disparity and political tension, and 
the citizens who are able to practice music there often have used that 
opportunity to express their struggle. This resulted in the Rasin or 
“roots” music movement, which combines Haitian voodoo folklore 
with rock ’n’ roll. It’s pretty captivating stuff 

“Haiti has bands rallying the people and reclaiming their culture 
with their music,” Karner says. “I don’t think {our country’s] rock ’n’ 
roll shook the boots of America the ways these groups have shaken 
Haiti.” 

One such shaker is Port-au-Prince’s Boukman Eksperyans, 
whose name pays ode to Jimi Hendrix (and his 1967 album ‘Are you 
Experienced?”) and a voodoo priest linked with the Haitian revolu- 
tion. Karner describes the sound as “polished,” with “driving voodoo 
rhythms.” Bands such as Boukman Eksperyans have been considered a 
threat to Haiti’s status quo, he says, although they reflect the beliefs of 
much of the Haitian population. 

Boukman Eksperyans and others are just a slice of the texture of 
Haiti, but their visibility could weigh heavily on how Haiti is seen. 
Wyclef Jean hit the right chord when he emphasized the role that true 
compassion— not pity— plays in creating sustainable opportunity 

“I always say that Yele Haiti is not a charity; it’s a movement,” he has 
said of his Haitian fundraising organization. “We don’t really need your 
charity; we need your movement.”

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Prosecutors: 
Peterson, 
Savio fought 
over $893K

Prosecutors offered a motive Tuesday for Kathleen 
Savio’s slaying, presenting documents showing 
Drew Peterson and his third wife were fighting 
about marital assets worth more than $893,000 at 
the time of her death. 

Earlier in the day, a former co-worker of Peterson 
testified he had been approached by an intermedi- 
ary sometime before her death with an offer to kill 
Kathleen Savio, 

Tuesday marked the 15th day of an evidentiary 
hearing being held in a Will County courtroom to 
decide which, if any, of 15 hearsay statements pros- 
ecutors may introduce as evidence at Peterson's 
upcoming murder trial for Savio's slaying. 

When Savio's body was found in an empty bath- 
tub in March 2004, her death originally was ruled 
accidental. But after Peterson's fourth wife, Stacy 
Peterson, disappeared in October 2007, authorities 
reexamined Savio's death and ruled it a homicide. 
The amount in contention in the divorce settle- 
ment between Peterson and Savio includes nearly 
$324,000 of Peterson's police pension, a portion of 
which Savio would have been entitled to. 
Prosecutors submitted the financial documents 
at the ongoing evidentiary hearing for Peterson in 
an attempt to show Peterson killed his third wife 
because he stood to lose a significant amount of 
money 

Although their marriage legally ended in the fall 
of 2003, the couple had not settled contentious 
financial and child custody issues. 

In addition to sharing his pension with Savio, 
the law would have required Peterson to pay more 
than $15,000 a year in child support or about 
28 percent of his police salary after taxes and other 
deductions, according to the financial records, 
Peterson and Savio also were battling over their 
Montgomery bar, “Suds," which was valued at 
about $219,000 when Savio was found dead in the 
bathtub of her Bolingbrook home in March 2004, 
Savio also had life insurance totaling more than 
$i million at the time of her death. That money 
was placed into trust funds for her two children 
with Peterson, 

Peterson also had non-marital assets worth more 
than $528,000 in 2004 and his projected pension 
at the time was estimated to be more than $97,000 
annually 


Officials recommend 
public transportation 
for slushy commute

The strong wind gusts expected to whip up 
fresh snow and reduce visibility for com- 
muters ^^dnesday morning mean motor- 
ists should stay off the roads if at all possible, 
state officials said. 

The fast-moving storm that dumped 
7 to 10 inches on Chicago and surrounding 
suburbs is expected to move into Northwest 


Indiana and Michigan by the time motorists 
head to work in the morning. But winds are 
likely to reach between 30 and 35 miles per 
hour, stirring up snow that fell overnight, 
according to National Weather Service, 
Visibility concerns prompted officials at 
the Illinois Department of Transportation 
to ask that motorists use public transporta- 
tion instead of hitting the road, 

“We do expect tomorrow morning to be 
very slow moving,” IDOT spokeswoman 
Marisa Kollias said Tuesday “I don't think the 
visibility will change all that much from now,” 
The storm first hit the Chicago area 


Tuesday just before the morning rush, snarling 
traffic and forcing the cancellation of about 
600 flights at the city’s airports. Meanwhile, 
area police departments responded to numer- 
ous spin-outs on roadways. 

Around the city and suburbs, the snowfall 
put a damper on the moods of travelers. 

As she dusted snow from her car in 
the parking lot of Roosevelt University's 
Schaumburg campus, Stacy Lowe, 18, 
thought back to recent weeks when tem- 
peratures topped freezing, 

“It was getting warmer, and then all of a 
sudden it was freezing again,” she said.

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Family: Man 
used gun in 
self-defense

The family of a former drug counselor who was 
charged with first-degree murder said Tuesday 
he acted in defense of his children after the 
shooting victim had tried to sell him drugs and 
accosted his teenage daughter. 

Elliot Mayfield, 51, was waiting for a bus with 
his two daughters and their friend Sunday night 
in Woodlawn when he shot Samuel Fullilove, 33, 
in the chest. 

After a judge ordered him held on $800,000 
bail, relatives said Mayfield spent the past two 
decades following a 1990 drug-related convic- 
tion trying to help others beat substance abuse 
and kept the gun only for protection because 
crime was so bad in his neighborhood. 

“We feel like Elliot did everything he needed 
to do to try to walk away from the situation, 
but he thought that the guy was going to hurt 
his girls,” said a man who identified himself 
as Mayfield’s nephew but declined to give his 
name. Mayfield gave a videotaped confession 
and told police where he hid his .25-caliber 
semiautomatic gun. 


No hint from 
Daley that CTA 
fix coming soon

Mayor Daley gave no indication Tuesday that 
an end to CTA service cuts is imminent, point- 
ing out that negotiations between CTA officials 
and labor leaders representing bus and rail driv- 
ers were going on for months before more than 
1,000 employees were laid off Sunday 

“They’ve renegotiated everything,” Daley 
said. “This went on for months. This is noth- 
ing new” 

“{Labor leaders] just openly said their mem- 
bers said no,” the mayor said, referring to a 
meeting last Friday in his office when he urged 
the union heads to convince their membership 
to make concessions rather than accept the 
layoffs. 

Some involved in negotiations had expressed 
hope that the service cuts could be restored 
within two weeks if the unions and CTA man- 
agement could agree on cost-cutting moves. 

The presidents of the unions representing 
CTA bus drivers and train conductors insist 
the CTA is unfairly trying to foist concessions 
such as pay freezes and unpaid furlough days on 
the employees.

Blind musician 
robbed again

Some 40 feet below Dearborn Street, 
somewhere near Washington Street, Juan 
Hernandez had just finished his day’s work 
along the Blue Line platform, the stage 
where he picks, strums and sings for com- 
muters. 

Hernandez, who is legally blind, began to 
pack up as he always does— by touch. He 
put his guitar in its case and rested it against 
a pillar. 

Then he felt his way along the dark cables 
that connect his guitar and amplifier to 
gather them up. 

He figures he had turned away from his 
guitar for just a few seconds that afternoon. 
But when he reached back, he felt nothing 
there. 

Hernandez, assuming he had knocked it 
over, felt around the back of his amplifier 
and walked around it, hoping he’d feel the 
guitar. 

Again, nothing. 

Someone had taken off with Hernandez’s 
guitar. 

And this wasn’t the first time. Some of the 
thousands of people who pass by this blind.

smiling musician have decided that he is an 
easy mark. 

The same guitar— worth about $400, 
Chicago police said— first was stolen in 
2008 but quickly was recovered by investi- 
gators. 

Earlier in 2008, a thief made off with the 
coins and bills tossed by commuters into a 
milk crate that Hernandez keeps in front of 
him. He didn’t even bother to report it to 
police when his cell phone and iPod were 
quietly lifted from a zippered pouch in the 
guitar case. 

Hernandez is one of about 200 licensed 
street performers allowed to play at three 
downtown locations on platforms they 
share with crowds of commuters, CTA offi- 
cials said. 

He was born with glaucoma, and his vision 
has been dimming his entire life. Today he 
can discern shadows and can tell when a 
light is turned on. 


Snow plow kills

An elderly woman was struck and 
killed Tuesday by a snow plow a 
short distance from her Rogers 
Park home, authorities said. 

The accident occurred at about 
2:15 p.m. in the 1300 block of West 
Morse Avenue, Chicago police said. 

The victim was identified as 
Yuliya Polzikova, 71, of the 
1200 block of West Morse Avenue, 
according to the Cook County 
medical examiner’s office. 

According to police, Polzikova 
was walking on Morse when 
she was struck by a Chevrolet 
Silverado with an attached plow 
clearing a private parking lot.

More food was destroyed this 
week in a shared West Town 
kitchen used by new culinary 
businesses where last Thursday 
Chicago Department of Public 
Health inspectors destroyed 
hundreds of pounds of organic 
granola bars, local fruit puree, 
baking goods, cassoulet and 
cheese by pouring bleach over it. 
The inspectors cited improper 
licensing for the destruction of the 
food, with an estimated retail value 
of $7,500. 

The visit was part of an 
inspection process that would 
grant Flora Confections and 
Sunday Dinner Club their business 
licenses to operate in the shared 
kitchen. The two businesses 
who lost food Thursday received 
their licenses, but the inspectors 
destroyed an additional 
300 pounds of food, including 
cupcakes and beef ravioli. 

Woman: Abandoned 
child her nephew 

A woman who abandoned her 
alleged 3-year-old nephew at 
a firehouse Monday night told 
firefighters there she was in the 
military and on her way to catch a 
flight to Virginia. 

The woman dropped the boy off 
at a firehouse at 1440 E. 67th St in 
Chicago at about 9:15 p.m. Monday, 
said Police News Affairs Officer 
Laura Kubiak. 

She told firefighters the boy was 
her nephew and his mother-the 
woman’s sister-left the child with 
her three days ago and failed to 
pick him up, said Kubiak, citing 
a preliminary police report. The 
woman said her flight to Virginia 
was scheduled to leave at 11:30 p.m. 
Monday and she could no longer 
care for him, Kubiak said.

□ TEHRAN, Iran Iran began enricliing ura- 
nium to a liiglier level Tuesday over the 
objections of the U.S. and its allies who fear the 
process eventually could be used to give the 
Islamic republic nuclear weapons. 

Even before the announcement U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates said he believed the 
U.N. should slap new sanctions on Iran in 
“weeks, not months,” according to his spokes- 
man Tuesday 

France and the U.S. said Monday Iran’s action 
left no choice but to push harder for a fourth 
set of U.N. Security Council sanctions to pun- 
ish Iran’s nuclear defiance. Russia, which has 
close ties to Iran and has opposed new sanc- 
tions, appeared to edge closer to Washington’s 
position, saying the new enrichment plans 
show the suspicions about Iran’s intentions are 
well-founded. 

Iranian state TV said the process began in the 
presence of inspectors from the U.N. nuclear 
watchdog agency Uranium has to be enriched 
to fuel nuclear power plants and Iran needs the 
20 percent enriched fuel for a research reactor 
producing medical isotopes. 

Enriching uranium to 90 percent, however, 
creates the material for nuclear weapons, which 
many countries are afraid Iran is seeking. Iran 
denies the charge.

F there indeed are rats roaming the underbelly of Wrigley Field’s bleachers, 
as White Sox manager Ozzie Guillen claims, they may be mingling with 
Cubs fans this year. 

The Cubs are following the lead of the Boston Red Sox, opening up the 
space underneath the right-field bleachers for corporate pregame events, 
and for bleacher fans who may want to come down during the game and 
watch the action on flat-screen TVs, 


A pane of one-way glass will separate fans from the right- field batting 
cage, allowing them to watch batting practice in the area that Gudlen 
claims has been a long-time haven for rats. 

The bleacher area is one of several changes in story for Wrigley Field in 
the first year of the Ricketts era. 

Cubs marketing chief Wally Hayward took reporters on a tour of the 
construction Tuesday, and addressed some of those changes: 




Restrooms- 

There will be a 30 percent overall 
increase in restroom capacity, 
according to stadium manager Carl 
Rice, along with improvements in the 
women’s restrooms. The men also will 
have more room, but the look won’t 
change much. “Don’t worry,” Hayward 
said. “The troughs are still there.” 




Bleachers ■ 

Bleacher advertising appears to be on its way, though 
nothing is set in stone. The Cubs did a mock-up signboard in 
left field during the winter, and though they eventually took 
it down, they’re likely to use that spot for an advertising 
sign. Hayward said the Cubs still are talking to current and 
potential sponsors. “We’re looking at options there, and on 
the on-deck circle as well, which is a high-visibility television 
shot, with various clients,” Hayward said.

Outer walls- 

The rectangular, granite slabs on the sides of the outer walls 
are being taken down, to be eventually replaced by fencing. 
The Cubs are doing it for aesthetic reasons, opening up the 
park and offering fans inside a view of downtown. 

“It really opens up the ballpark to the neighborhood,” 
Hayward said. “I’m not sure whose idea it was to put those up, 
but I think in the summer when you have the sun coming in, it’s 
really going to brighten up that part of Wrigley Field.”

They will seek history 
Wednesday at Iowa, these 
Northwestern Wildcats 
who have been dubbed 
America’s Team (by dead- 
spin.com) and have gotten 
serious pub from Sports 
Illustrated and espn.com. 

A victory would match 
the program’s all-time reg- 
ular-season high of 17 set in 
1982-83 and 2008-09. 

But Northwestern (16-7, 

5-6 Big Ten) hopes a victory 
total in the 20s merely pro- 
vides a vehicle for its larger 
goal— to dance in March. 

NU coach Bill Carmody said Monday he believes 
a 10-8 mark in Big Ten play would keep its tourna- 
ment bubble from bursting. Assuming a victory over 
Chicago State, that would get the Wildcats to 22-9 
heading into the Big Ten tournament. 

Those numbers are pretty, but analyst Jerry 
Palm of collegerpi.com said these matter more: 
Northwestern is 1-5 against the RPI top 50 and 2-2 
against the top 50-100. Every other NU victory has 
come against teams that are, at best, on the fringes 
of respectability 

“They have played a bad schedule, so it’s an uphill 
climb,” Palm said. “If all they have is the one win over 
Purdue, they ain’t gonna make it.” 

Said espn.com “bracketologist” Joe Lunardi: 
“Every Sunday night, I rank every team that’s pos- 
sible for consideration based on the criteria that the 
{NCAA} selection committee uses. I had 86 teams 
on my board Sunday, and Northwestern was not one 
of them.” 

Only one remaining opponent, Wisconsin, is in the 
RPI top 50. And the Wildcats have to play the Badgers 
on Eeb. 21 in Madison, where visitors rarely win. 

The RPIs of their other foes range from mediocre

to hideous: Iowa (191) twice, Minnesota (61), Penn 
State (228) twice, Chicago State (345 out of 347!) and 
Indiana (223). 

“Their chances have mostly come and gone,” 
Lunardi said. “I root for underdogs like everyone, but 
this is not the year to buy Northwestern stock. 

“This is as nicely as I can say it: I have a better 
chance of getting a date with Scarlett Johansson than 


Northwestern does of making the NCAA tourna- 
ment.” 

NU’s current RPI of 66 is one behind— gulp— Kent 
State, which has an identical 16-7 record. And it’s only 
one spot ahead of 14-8 New Mexico State. 

Over the last five seasons, the worst RPI from a 
Big Ten team that made the tournament was 45— 
Wisconsin last season and Purdue in 2007-08.

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Can these unorthodox franks unseat Chicago’s classic?

Attention, hot dog purists: There’s a new wiener in town. Leo’s Coney Is- 
land opens Monday in Lakeview, bringing Detroit’s much-revered, decid- 
edly non-poppy seed-clad Coney Island hot dog to our land of celery salt 
and mustard. We’re not gonna lie: We got a little defensive at first. After 
all, hot dogs are as sacred as politics and pizza around here. But then we 
softened up. We decided to give Leo’s a chance— along with a few other 
spots serving hot dogs that break the Chicago mold— to find out if there’s 
a dog tastier than the local classic. Here’s how they did.

Just like Detroit 
natives remember. 

Chicago cred:

The fixings: Yellow mustard, relish, onions, tomatoes, celery salt, pickles and 
sport peppers-in that order-atop a bun-length Vienna Beef dog made specially 
for Portillo’s. Served on a poppy seed bun. 

Chicago cred: Portillo’s story is almost as iconic as its hot 
dogs. In 1963, Dick Portillo opened the seed of his empire 
in a tiny trailer called the Dog House. Portillo’s now 
sells 800-1,000 tons of hot dogs a year, and though 
theirs wasn’t the first Chicago-style dog in town, it’s 
now one of the most well-known. Dick Portillo’s 
thoughts on unorthodox toppings? “It’s a free 
country. You can do whatever you want. But 
there’s nothing like a Chicago-style hot dog.” 

Taste test: Portillo’s does well by not fiddling 
with a classic. The ingredients are fresh and the 
dog’s got just the right snap. This champ reigns 
supreme, lisa balde

Chicago cred: This dog has a bite as good as 
its bark thanks to all-natural, vegan ingredients and 
a soft, fluffy bun. (A light toasting is the final step in creating a 
crisp outer texture to the soy- and wheat-based dog.) Owner 
Moshe Shalom uses paprika, curry, and onion and garlic pow- 
ders to spice up the dog-chili-cheese combo. But why conjure 
a guilty pleasure to sell a healthy, gooey treat? “You want to 
bring something familiar to the public,” Shalom says. And if it’s 
tasty and preservative-free, even better. 

Taste test: Messy delicious, from the toothsome dog and chili 
to the soft, squishy bun. The price isn’t bad, either, considering 
the standard upcharge for organic fare, rebeccapalmore 
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The fixings: A Vienna Beef hot 
dog, grilled and sliced down 
the middle, then filled 
with melted brie cheese, 
sliced honey-glazed 
pears and creamy 
Dijon mustard. Served 
on a steamed poppy 
seed bun. 

Chicago cred: This 
European-styled 
imposter has only the 
basics (an all-beef dog and a 
poppy seed bun) in common 

with the classic, but Chicago’s Dog House owners Ryan D’Arcy and Aaron Wolfson both know the merit of a good 
Chicago-style dog. They have one on their menu, and it’s a best-seller. “People love their Chicago-style dogs,” says 
D’Arcy. “A lot of people are willing to try [the other dogs], but Chicago-style is still the most popular.” 

Taste test: The sweetness of the pear plays well off the salty dog, and you’ve got a winner in our book when you 
melt brie cheese over just about anything. Purists will need an extra order of freedom fries to purge the decidedly 
un-American taste from their tongues, but we think these kids could be on to something. m.kathleen pratt

Meyer used to perform 
as a duo, with Kelley handling 
guitar and Meyer singing and 
playing drums.

[Laughs] Exactly It’s definitely a transitional album. 
It felt revolutionary to me just ’cause there was a lot 
of anger at the time when we were writing it. It’s not 
an angry album, but it’s definitely a “let’s change the 
status quo”-type of album. 

If listeners are already freaked out about something, 
it won’t make them feel better. 

[Laughs] No! I was thinking about 
that: “YouWe gotta write music that 
makes people feel better,” right? I 
don’t know. Music comes out the 
way it comes out, and I guess it was 
definitely more of a reflection of the 
times than trying to make people feel 
better about them. 


How? I like 
that expression, 

“glam it up.” 

More in my mannerisms than actu- 
ally doing some kind of Lady Gaga thing. 

[Laughs] I don’t do that, but I kinda like having 
that diva approach to what we do because a lot of it 
is so ramshackle that I like the dichotomy between 
the classically trained voice and the 
rougher-edged instrumental part. 


What makes your live show great? 

A lot of theatrics on my part. I’m classically trained 
[at Roosevelt University and Elmhurst College], so I 
like to really glam it up. 


What do you have in common 
with Lady Gaga though? 

Oh, gee. Aesthetically we’re very 
different. I like the theatricality 
you see in old punk-rock shows on 
%uTube that they have posted from 
the ’70s. ... It’s theatrical but it’s com- 
pletely off-the-cuff You don’t get the feeling 
that the people on the stage are choreographed or 
anything like that.

If Dirty Projectors and 
TV on the Radio sprung 
from an apolitical ’80s 
band, that group might have released an 
album like “Odd Blood,” a remarkable step 
forward for Brooklyn outfit Yeasayer. Far more entertaining and shimmering than the band’s 
debut “All Hour Cymbals,” “Odd Blood” is tighter and just more consistently fun. Each song feels 
like it has a purpose, whereas “All Hour Cymbals,” particularly in the middle-to-end, lacked focus 
and wandered away. The almost-alien “The Children” immediately indicates that this is a different 
kind of record, leading into infectious first single “Ambling Alp,” whose chorus (“Stick up for 
yourself son/Never mind what anybody else done”) comes off as giddy and inspiring instead 
of hokey. That’s because Yeasayer sounds like it has moved its attention from its brain 
to its feet, most stunningly on “Mondegreen,” which might have been a great hidden track 
on TV on the Radio’s “Dear Science.” “Odd Blood” is an album about loving yourself and others, 
and being honest when things are working and when they’re not. With a sequence that vacillates 
between jerky beats (“Rome”) and hauntingly trippy grooves (“Strange Reunions”), this record 
is well-suited for a strange party that no one quite understands but daydreams about for the 
next week.

How can people celebrate Valentine’s Day in 
a domestic yet seedy way? 

Write a revolutionary song together and go 


out into the streets and scream it at the top of 
your lungs. With a nice bottle of whiskey to 
keep you warm. 

Nothing makes a love ballad sound 
more romantic than a drunkard screaming 
it on the street. Is that something you learned 
by doing? 

Yeah, yes, definitely You want to frighten 
people with your love. 

How frightened are people when they come 
to see you? 

I think they used to be more frightened than 
they are now. Like when I used to scream, that 
was frightening. 

What kind of Valentine’s Day will make people 
want to listen to the album? 

I guess it’s more for the lonely hearts. There 
are some love songs, definitely, but there’s a 
melancholy edge to them. Even the happy 
ones. 

If your life is full of happiness, just wait. 

Exactly Just wait a moment, and things will 
change.

A local actor teams up 
with Philip Seymour 
Hoffman at the Goodman 


By Rebecca Palmore 

Try to ignore the man behind the curtain. His 
name is Philip Seymour Hoffman, and the Oscar- 
and Golden Globe-winning Hollywood film star 
(“Capote,” “Doubt,” “Synecdoche, New York”), is 
taking on a new role in Chicago: theater director. 
His first challenge, undoubtedly, will be directing 
attention away from himself and onto Brett C. 
Leonard’s new drama, “The Long Red Road,” mak- 
ing its debut this week at the Goodman Theatre. 

Among the play’s cast of six is Greta Honold, 
a 24-year-old Chicago native also making her 
Goodman debut. We asked her for insight into 
Hoffman’s directing style and what it’s like behind 
the scenes of this new play, about an alcoholic man, 
Sam, trying to escape his past (Honold plays Sam’s 
girlfriend, Annie). 

What’s it like to work with Philip Seymour Hoffman? 

Phil is a great director. He’s just a true artist. I’ve 
learned so much from working with him. I think 
he truly understands what you’re going through, 
and therefore, he’s tough about it. He’s been there. 
So anytime you feel overwhelmed or burdened or 
tired, you realize you have no excuses. Everyone 
else in the room is going through it or has gone 
through it. 

Does he make you guys work really hard? 

He has to. It can be tempting at times to take the 
easier route, especially when you’re dealing with 
such heavy material, but he’s really encouraged us 
to go at it head on and embrace the challenge. 

He’s not the stereotypical 
Hollywood actor. 

He’s more down to earth 
than most non-celebrity 
directors I’ve worked with. 

He’s amazingly unpreten- 
tious. 

And with a relatively small 
cast, I suppose there’s lots 
of hands-on time with him. 

He’s very open to having 
more intimate conversa- 
tions about the characters. 

What is the play about, 
in a nutshell? 

It’s ultimately about fami- 
lies and our desire to do 
good by them and connect 
with them, and all of the 
things that get in our way 
when we try to form these relationships. It’s really 
about people who have had some hard cards dealt 
to them but they’re all trying— in their own dys- 
functional ways— to connect and be loved. 




Sounds like a lot of meaty stuff for an actor to 
dig into. 

There’s pretty much every dysfunction you might 
imagine. It’s a tough world to inhabit. As an actor, 
you have to figure out how you connect to these 
characters’ struggles. That’s a sort of rough, vulner- 
able thing to do, but it’s our job. 

I’m trying to imagine what it’s like to walk into a 
room and see Hoffman sitting there. 

My first audition was for the casting director and 
casting associate at the Goodman, and then I got 
called back to come in and audition for Phil. I was 
real nervous, but as soon as I walked in the room it 
was OK. 

Maybe the anticipation was worse than the reality. 

What actors always forget is that everyone in 
that room really wants you to do your best. They 
don’t want you to waste their time. The callback 
was on Saturday, and that evening I got a call from 
the Goodman saying they wanted to see me again 
in the morning. It was the day of the Chicago 
Marathon. And I was running the marathon. They 
said, “Oh. When’s that going to be over?” {Laughs.} 
And I was like, “Um, I don’t really know I’ve never 
really done one of these before.” So I ran the mara- 
thon and went to a friend’s hotel room and took 
a quick shower and went to my final callback. At 


that point I was so 
exhausted that I 
wasn’t nervous at 
all. I think I prob- 
ably gave one of the 
better auditions of 
my career. 

Maybe this is the 
key to your career. You’ve got to run a marathon 
before every audition. 

I know I think I cursed myself 

How did you do? 

I did good! I ran it in 3 hours and 53 minutes, which 
is way faster than I think I would have ran it if I 
didn’t have this audition to go to. 

Do you have a project lined up after “The Long 
Red Road”? 

I’m going to go back to school and continue with 
my {MFA} program. I graduate in spring of 2011, so 
that’ll be my first priority

My brain tells 
me I love you

Leave it to science to take all the fun out of 
something as cosmically pure as love. 

Theories about love’s purpose range from 
the biologically practical to the biologically 
complicated. Anthropologists have said it 
helps ensure reproduction of the species; 
attachment theorists maintain it’s a by- 
product of our relationship with our child- 
hood caregivers. And now researchers are 
exploring what happens physiologically as a 
romantic relationship progresses. 

The more we understand it, they say, the 
better our chances of making love last and 
of harnessing its potential to improve our 
emotional and physical well-being. 

Whatever its reason, there can be little 
doubt— even from a scientific standpoint— 
about the potent feelings that being in love 
elicits. 

Arthur Aron, a social psychologist at 
Stony Brook University in New York, has 
done brain scans on people newly in love 
and found that after that first magical meet- 
ing or perfect first date, a complex system in 
the brain is activated that is essentially “the 
same thing that happens when a person takes 
cocaine.” 

In one such study, published in 2005, Aron 
recruited 10 women and seven men who had 
fallen in love within the last one to 17 months. 
After taking a brief survey about the relation- 
ship, participants were put in MRI machines 
and shown pictures of their beloved, inter- 
spersed with pictures of neutral acquain- 
tances. When participants viewed images of 
their partners, their brains’ ventral tegmental 
area, which houses the reward and motiva- 
tion systems, was flooded with the chemical 
dopamine. 

“Dopamine is released when you’re doing 
something {highly] pleasurable,” like having 



WHAT HAPPENS TO LOVE AS WE AGE? 

All the chemicals and hormones released in new love 
help ensure that we mate and stay together long 
enough to reproduce or form partnerships for the long 
term. But once they’ve subsided, what happens? 

Until recently, researchers assumed that most couples 
eventually settle into what’s called companionate love: 
relationships that are more intimate, more committed- 
and much less thrilling. 

A recent study, however, proved this theory and 
years of marriage sitcoms wrong. Bianca Acevedo, 
postdoctoral researcher at UC Santa Barbara, looked 
at brain scans of couples claiming to be madly in love 
after 20 years of marriage. She and her colleagues 
found that these fortunate folks had the same neural 
activity observed in newly in love couples, only without

Larry J. Young, a psychiatry professor at the 
Yerkes National Primate Research Center 
at Atlanta’s Emory University Activation of 
this part of the brain is primarily responsible 
for causing the sometimes bizarre behavior 
of new couples, which is linked to motivation 
and achieving goals: excessive energy, losing 
sleep, euphoric feelings and, occasionally, 
anxiety and obsession when they’re sepa- 
rated from their objet d’amour. 

According to Helen Fisher, a biological 
anthropologist and author of “Why Him? 
Why Her?” the smitten party is acting 
out of a motivation to “win life’s greatest 
prize— a mating partner for life.” 

After the dopamine surge, research 
suggests that two key hormones — oxy- 
tocin and vasopressin— enter the pic- 
ture, encouraging couples to form 
emotional bonds. 

So even though we’re led to believe 
falling in love is all in our hearts, it’s 
actually in our brains.
